On motion, the Senate then proceeded to the election of a President, 
and the election being conducted according to the mode prescribed by 
the constitution, Nicholas Davis, of Limestone, was unanimously 
elected : whereupon Mr. Davis, being conducted to the president’s seat 
by a committee appointed for that purpose, made his acknowledgments 
to the Senate, and entered upon the discharge of the duties of his office. 

The Senate then, on motion of Mr. Powell, proceeded to the election 
of a Secretary, and the election being conducted viva voce , it appeared 
that Francis S. Lyon was unanimously elected, who, having been qual¬ 
ified, entered on the discharge of his duties. 

The Senate then proceeded to the election of an assistant secretary, 
and the election being constitutionally conducted, it appeared that 
George, W. Crabb was unanimously elected. 

James A. Bates was then duly elected door keepei* of the Senate.

Whereupon 
Messrs. Casey, Powell and Sullivan were appointed the committee on 
the part of the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Poivdl, Resolved, That the following Standing 
Committees be appointed :—A committee of Propositions and Grievan- 
ces ; a joint committee on Enrolled Bills; a committee on Inland Navi¬ 
gation ; a Judiciary committee; a Military committee ; a committee on 
Roads, Bridges and Ferries; a committee on County Boundaries; a 
committee on Schools and Colleges, and School and Colkge lands ; a 
committee of Divorce and Alimony ; a committee on •Accounts and 
Claims; and, a committee on the State Rank.

they were designed. It is net perceived that our system contains many promi¬ 
nent or glaring defects; mid the amelioration of which the laws may still be 
susceptible, both in their precision and their force, will be the object of your 
constant solicitude. In the-discharge of this duty, it will not escape notice, that 
it is expedient to test the operation of particular institutes, by experience of suf¬ 
ficient duration. Ipthe multiform concerns of society, and the legal provisions 
proposed to regulate and direct them, the most careful reasonings frequently need 
the confirmation of fair and decisive experiment. Hence the confusion and evil 
of too frequent legislation on the same subject, in which little more can be done 
than to substitute one theory for another; and, by continual change, to render 
uncertain the results of experience, or to make dubious the comparative useful¬ 
ness of valiant laws. It is of the utmost consequence, that the laws for the pre¬ 
servation of peace and good order should be faithfully executed. The prosecut¬ 
ing officers engaged in this service, should possess ability, and zeal, and high 
character, to adorn a station connected with so much usefulness and responsi¬ 
bility. 

1 beg leave to submit to your wisdom, whether the present compensation af¬ 
fords a full reward for the duties they are required to perform, or whether it be 
commensurate with the dignity and public importance of their office. The pe¬ 
riod may now also have arrived, when the justice o*‘ the country might be better 
administered, by the establishment of a separate Court of Chancery. 

The subject of education commends itself to our most devoted attention, en¬ 
joined as it is bv the commanding precepts of the Constitution, involved in the 
preservation of our happy form of government, and indispensable in every sys¬ 
tem for the promotion of social or moral happiness. No people can rise to the 
highest standard of moral and civil refinement, without the enlarging and cor¬ 
recting effects of suitable education livery consideration urges the propriety of 
enlightening the minds, and improving the morals, of the whole body of the 
peoplfe. In the judicious prosecution of this work, no pains can be misapplied, 
no treasure mis-xpent, and no solicitude pass unrewarded. It is as necessary to 
our moral and civil condition, as the vital circulation to the animal system. The 
liberal policy of the General Government has provided tor us a munificent re¬ 
source, for the establishment of an Institution to perfect the education commen¬ 
ced at the primary seminaries The most judicious application should be made 
of the fund thus committed to us for the establishment of a State 1 Diversity, pro¬ 
viding, by a safe and just economy, for the greatest effect which such an amount 
can be made to produce. So far the fund has not .passed without improvement, 
a part of'U lias been converted into available capital, and still more is in progiess 
to be received. It will be for vour wisdom to determine whether the moment 
may not have arrived, when efficient operations ought to be commenced,yhe in¬ 
stitution to be located, and preparations made tor too erection ot the. edifices. 
Great piofit and convenience may result from a well matured plan of operations. 
We ought to contemplate a grand consummation, which would lequne Severn, 
years for its safe and convenient accomplishment. Hut this subject is too exten¬ 
sive for the present communication. The sooner we commence, the sooner, l 
trust, will out labors eventuate iu the establishment of a full and perfect I nivtr- 
sity. It will be fur your wisdom also to devise means ot encouragement, for pri¬ 
mary seminaries. r i here must be nurseries to supply the literaly vineyard; and, 
indeed, much of the instruction of the country will terminate*, at all periods, in 
these nurseries of science. In this view-, they become every way important. 1 
feel assured that none of these subjects will escape your careful delmeration. 

The means necessary for the defence of the state will always engage the atten¬ 
tion of tiie representatives of a people who have confided then* salety to the mass 
of the population armed and disciplined. It is obviously essential, nndei such a 
system, that arms should be provided, and the attainment of discipline seemed. 
Such is the present situation and habits of our people, that we are in less dange 
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of not having arras, in any emergency, than of failing to have the discipline 
Which alone can give efficiency to arms. It may be well worthy of your reflec¬ 
tion, whether the care of the state ought not to extend farther than merely to 
require an imperfect organization. Whether the means of virtuous excitement 
should not be employed, facilities afforded, and the countenance and patronage 
of the state made to be distinctly perceived in this important branch of our poli¬ 
cy. The distribution of colors, or standards, to each militia company or regi¬ 
ment, would no doubt have a beneficial tendency. This measure, indeed, would 
coincide with the most natural expectation. If the state requires its citizens to 
assume the character, ami dischaige the duties, of soldiers, shall they not be fur¬ 
nished with standards under which to assemble? The distribution, among the 
officers, of the militia laws, which you have already directed, the rules and arti¬ 
cles of war, and, connected with the whole, a plain and simple directory to per¬ 
form the most necessary elementary evolutions, would be attended with great 
advantage. Perhaps the small progress which the militia make in military 
knowledge every where, is principally owing to the circumstance, that the offi¬ 
cers commanding them are not expert in their duty, and are therefore averse, 
before their friends and neighbors, to make blunders in teaching to others what 
they do not themselves perfectly understand. Hence very little is attempted to 
be taught, and still less acquired. It will be worthy of your consideration, whe¬ 
ther it be not expedient to provide for instructing the officers, whose duty it is to 
impart instruction toothers. A school of instruction, itinerant from one division 
or brigade to another, throughout the state, might be connected with the office of 
Adjutant General, and the active service and dignity thus attached to the office, 
might prove highly beneficial in other respects. If it be necess it y to discipline 
the militia at all, before the crisis demanding their services shall have arrived, 
some radical improvement of the present system will probably be found expedi¬ 
ent. There is danger that a tong season of peace and freedom from alarm may 
produce supineness and security, which ourselves or our posterity may have 
cause to lament. There are circumstances peculiar in our situation, and those 
of the states around us, which may require m >re than ordinary caution. The 
approaches of danger, however future, should inspire early and corresponding 
preparation. The opinion seems to be too readily received, that the militia are 
incapable of efficient discipline, unless in actual service. It is to be hoped that* 
this opinion is not correct, otherwise our system must end in standing armies, 
ever dangerous to liberty. When we see so many of our citizens, animated by 
a laudable spirit of perseverance, under many discouragements, engage in the 
Useful pursuit of preparing their country for defence, what may not be expected 
under thp facilities afforded by public instruction, and the approving eye of pub¬ 
lic patronage ? We ought not only to preserve, but to incite, among oar citi¬ 
zens the moral sentiment, that they all are, and ought to be, soldiers in their 
country’s defence. Your resolution of the last session, which authorized a Di¬ 
gest of the Militia and Patrol Laws, I regret to state, has not been carried into 
complete effect. 

General Farrar was employed to make the compilation, and discharged the 
duty with alacrity and promptitude; but difficulties were found in having the 
printing executed, which occasioned delays to so late a period of the year that it 
Was deemed more expedient to defer the work until after your present session. 
A fair copy of the Digest, with the report of the Digester, will be submitted to 
your inspection ; and such amendments as you may please to make can be rea¬ 
dily incorporated 

The improvement of the navigation of the State involves interests of great 
magnitude, and should be attended to, according to the importance of the several 
objects, and our ability for their accomplishment. You are constituted the guar¬ 
dians of the resources of the State, and can best judge what direction shall be 
^iv«n them for the common advantage. It would appear that two grand projects 
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of improvement present themselves to our notice; the openin': of the Muscle 
Shoals, so as to admit the more convenient u anspoi tation of a large portion of 
our produce to New Orleans, and the cutting u canal, so as to convey, as our 
interest may direct, the same produce to the waters of Mobile Bay. To judge 
perfectly of these projects, an accurate and scientific <’xamin ition should he 
made, so that tin; benefits to he secured, mid the ditlkuhies to be encountered, 
might be compared and justly estimated. 

It is understood the Tennessee admits of good steam navigation, from the up¬ 
per end of the Shoals to the mouth of the lluvassee, with only two or three ob¬ 
structions, easily overcome. The iiiwassee may be connected with tin* waters 
of die Coosa, by a short canal, or perhaps a canal might be opened trout the IIi- 
wussee to Fort Jackson, at the head of steal a navigation on the Alabama 'Phis 
Cfmal, if practicable at an expense which the probable benefits \v .mid j istify, 
would have the merit of drawing nearly all our produce to oar own emporium, 
or at least to give a choice of the nurket. The pro luce of a cutsid table por¬ 
tion of the neighboring states might also flow in tile same channel, and give the 
opportunity of very favotable exchanges m a large portion of oar cili/.-ms. An 
access will also he given to a market less liable to be overstocked than the great 
emporium of the Valley of the Mississippi. 

'The political effect which would be produced, by the frequent and intimate 
association of our citizens at one common m j rt, thus rendering sensible the iden¬ 
tity of interest, will not escape the notice of your honorable body. We may 
prove as fortunate as any of the states, in having almost all our produce sold in 
our own markets. This subject, in all its various and important bearings, 1 feel 
assured will receive your attentive consideration; and l beg have to recommend 
that an appropriation be made, to defray the expenses of a suitable examination 
of these, or such other improvements, as you, in vour wisdom, may direct. The 
main energies of the state should be employed in opening new sources of commu¬ 
nication, or in removing great and difficult obstructions in the natural channels. 
The minor streams, and indeed the larger rivers, where nothing more than ordi¬ 
nary obstructions intervene, might be operated upon as roads and highways are. 
At low stages of the water, much might be done, and in a way perhaps less se¬ 
verely felt, than by making appropriations which ultimately devolve on our¬ 
selves to pay. It is only the exchange of labor for money*. Inventions, to ope¬ 
rate with the greatest effect, should be provided by the care, and from the resour¬ 
ces, of the state. The more difficult ob>.tructions, in the minor streams, might 
also be removed by the employment «>f skill, which the state only could command 
with suitable facility. The superintendents of these minor works might be ap¬ 
pointed by the General Assembly, or by the people themselves at the annual 
elections. I would also recommend the policy of sparing the three per cent 
fond, appropriated to the improvement of toads and navigation, until it may 
accumulate to the production of an annual interest of ten thousand dollars. This 
annppl sum. devoted to these special objects, and not liable to the difficulties 
which usually embarrass ordinary appropriations, however obvious in their ben¬ 
eficial tendency, would eventuate in results which even sanguine expectation 
might fail to calculate 

Connected with navigation, is the great agricultural interest, which navigation 
is primarily designed to subserve It may admit of doubt, whether in any of the 
States, this subject has received that regular and systematic attention, by the 
public authorities, Which its great importance demands. This is the source, the 
principal fountain of all our prosperity. Individual intelligence and enterprise, 
where so many are engaged in the same pursuit; the ardor inspired by interest, 
the sagacity acquired by continual experience, are surely good sources of reli- 
ance, but they ntiay not be exclusively sufficient, for the perfection of this essen- 
tial and primary branch of industry. Something even here may be done by the 
forecast an care, and fostering patronage of the public authorities ; and certain- 



ly'nor.e of their functions can have a higher or more beneficial aim,. Such are 
the changes wrought by human industry, and such the constant tendency to oc¬ 
cupy too much some branch gf agricultural labor, for the present mote-profitable 
than others, that no sure reliance can be placed, for a great length of tteie, on 
any single staple commodity.. New sources of contingent and profitable fob or 
ought to bo constantly devised, and held in reserve, that the community may be 
protected against the consequences of any fluctuation in the principal produc¬ 
tions. Those climates admitting of a great variety of productions, have advan¬ 
tages over others, which ought not to pass unimproved. '1 be soil and climate 
of tlris state, in this respect, fumir.li very great resources. It is only necessary to 
be fully acquainted with them, and prepared to bring them into operation, in or¬ 
der to be but little affected by the chan v e g which may be produced by the in¬ 
dustry of other countries in our particular pmsuiis. It might be useful to have 
this subject regularly given in charge to a standing committee, to recommend the 
formation of Agricultural ri rioties. in the several counties or larger subdivisions 
of the State ; to invite the: e Societies to communicate with the standing commit¬ 
tees for public infm motion, and to obtain at the public expense, such seeds and 
plants as may be f'ss op"ii to the cntcipiiic ai l research ot individual agricultu¬ 
ralists. The impulse thus publicly given, wdl not be lost on a population, ac¬ 
tive, enterprising, and studious <>f their interests. The multiplication ot our 
productions cannot prove otherwise than a source ol necessary and beneficial 
caution.

This communication, not free from the charge of prolixity, which would have 
been gladly avoided, arid liable to the still more serious objection of manifold im¬ 
perfections, will be received in the spirit which dictates it, an ardent desire h r 
the promotion of our various and important interests. A most liberal, elevatt d, 
and harmonious spirit should animate us in all our public deliberations. We 
should seek to draw from the pure fountains of political justice and equity. To 
the minute care of particular and local arrangements, should be added the en¬ 
larged wisdom which contemplates the general prospetity. Where the inter, t 
of the whole is embraced, facilities must "be afforded for the promotion of those 
special and detached benefits which must exist in any society which admits dis¬ 
tance of place and peculiarity of situation. The place you occupy is full of ho¬ 
nor, duty, and responsibility. It is no small tiling, to guide the various concerns 
of a free, active, and extended community ; to close the avenues of evil, and u 
open all the channels of political happiness. May the favor of Heaven attend 
you in this arduous labor.

Mr. Com'v, iVo.ii the special committee to w hom was referred the me¬ 
morial of the pu<v|j*ns*r» of lots in the town of Cahawbn, submitted the 
following reoort and joint resolutions: 

The committee to whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens 
of Cahawba.. praying remuneration lor the depreciation of property in 
the said tow n of Cahawba, :u eorneqiience of the removal of the Seat of 
Government of said state to Tuscaloosa, respectfully Report, That they 
have had the same under consideration, and present to your honorable 
body the following expose of facts and laws passed either by the Con¬ 
gress of the United States, or bv the Territorial or State Legislatures 
of Alabama, and whicii preceded the location of the permanent site for 
the seat of government of the state of Alabama, and the first sale of said 
town lots in Cahawba, in the month of May, 1819, to wit: That at the 
first session of the Legislature of the Territory of Alabama, which was 
begun and held at the tow n of St. Stephens, in the month of January in 
the year 1818, an act was passed appointing commissioners “toexamine 
and report to the Governorthe most eligible site, as near the centre of 
the Territory as might be, having due regard to commercial advanta¬ 
ges, and the nature ami situation of tin* country.’’ That at that time it 
occurred to his Lxcelleivv Governor Bibb, that if the attention of Con¬ 
gress were called to the subject, they would not hesitate to grant, free of 
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any charge to the said Territory, 640 acres of land, including whatsd- 
ever site might be selected : and accordingly the attention ol Congress 
was, by Governor Bibb, called to the subject: the result was as he had 
anticipated ; and Congress passed an act providing ‘ that there shall be 
reserved from sale, in the Alabama Territory, any one entire section, to 
be located under the direction of the Governor of the said Territory of 
A1 abama, for the Scat of Government therein ; to establish which facts, 
nothing more will be necessary than a reference to the severally before 
recited acts, [sec note That at the next succeeding Legislature of 
the Territory of Alabama, which was begun and held at the town of St. 
Stephens, in Nov., 1818, the Commissioners appointed by the before- 
mentioned art “ to examine and report to the then Executive the most 
eligible site for the seat of the territorial government,” made the report, 
a copy w hereof is hereunto annexed, recommending Tuscaloosa as the 
most eligible site for the seat of government; whilst on the other hand, 
his Excellency Win. W. Bibb, desirous alike of availing himself of the 
distinguished spirit of liberality which had characterized the National 
Councils, and of carrying into full and complete effect the intentions of 
the Territorial Cegidature, in relation to the site for the ’permanent seat 
of government of said territory, and which, hy the provisions of the act 
herein before r< fared to, was to be selected “ as near the centre of the 
Territory as might l>e, having due regard to (he commercial advantages , 
and to the nature and situation of the country ,” repotted, in his message 
to the said legislature, that the town ofCahavvba “possessed, in his 
opinion, the advantages the legislature had in view ; that it approached 
certainly nearer the centre of the Territory, and of its future permanent 
population, than any place equally eligible, and that he bad communica¬ 
ted the result of his examination to the President of the United States, 
with the request that such parts of sections at Cahawba as be thought 
best calculated for the scat of government, might be reserved from sale, 
it being at that time selected by the General Government as an eligible 
site f(»r a town, and the same being then actually by it advertised lor 
sale in town lots; and that the President of the United States bad acce¬ 
ded to bis request. And bis Excellency Gov. Bibb also transmitted with 
his message to the legislature of the then territory of Alabama a copy 
of bis correspondence, together with u letter from the Commissioner of 
the General Laud (Mice to the Register and Receiver, and also the re¬ 
port signed by three of the Commissioners, appointed in pursuance of 
one of the before recited acts, “ to examine and report to the Governor 
the most eligible site for the seat of the territorial government,” [ see 
note Df] which said legislature, on the 16th Nov. 1818, (Digest p. 814) 
passed an act in the words and figures following, to wit: “ And be it 
further enacted, that from and after the adjournment of the present ses¬ 
sion of the legislature, the seat of government for the Alabama territory 
shall be established permanently at the town of Cahavvba,”—and also, 
by an act passed the 2IstNov. 18 IS, (same page,) authorized the Gov¬ 
ernor to conclude with the Executive of the United States such arrange¬ 
ments respecting the location of the site ol the seat of government, at 
the confluence of the Alabama and Cahavvba rivers, as he might deem 
necessary to carry into effect the act ol Congress in that behalf, passed 
at its previous session. Also appointing the said Governor a coni mis» 
sioner, with full power to lay off, or cause to belaid off, on such plan

[Sec note 
C ] Th u i. y an act of the Congress of the United States, pass* d on the 
2d Marc':, 1819, entitled “an act to enable tie people of the Alabama 
territory inform a constitution and stale government, and for the admis¬ 
sion of such state into the Union, on an equal footing with the original 
States,” and which act was passed previous to the first sale of the town 
lots in Cabavvba ; it was amongst other things provided, “that in lieu of 
a section of land, provided to be reserved for the seat of government of 
the sailj territory, by an act entitled “an act respecting the surveying 
and sale of public lauds in the Alabama territory,” there he granted to 
the said State, for the seat of government men of, a tract of laud < on* 
taiainir 1620 acres, and consisting of sundry fractions and quarter sec¬ 
tions, in sections 31 and 32, in t-w. ip 16, and range 10; end in sec¬

Alabama, passed on i h <? 21st Nov. 18IS, entitled “an ait providing for 
Ute temporary and permanent seats of government,” his Excellency Go¬ 
vernor Bibb laid off the sai l town of Cahavvba into lots, caused the 
same to be surveyed, marked and distinguished, and gave public notice 
by advertisement, pursuant to the provisions of the said act, that the lots 
in the said town ot Cabawba (the permanent seat of government) would 
be offered for sale to the highest bidder, &c. in conformity with the pro¬ 
visions i f tiie said act. That at the first session of the first General As¬ 
sembly uf the State of Alabama, begun and held in tire tow n of Hunts¬ 
ville, on the fourth Monday of October, in the year 1S19 his Excellen¬ 
cy Gov. Bibb, pursuant to the provisions of the last before recited act, 
reported to the said legislature, “ that he had, pursuant to the provisions: 
of an act of the last General Assembly, appointing the Governor a Com¬ 
missioner to lay off, or cause to be laid off, on sucb plan as he'tsbonld 
de«mt most suitable, a town at the junction of the rivers Alabama and 
Cahawba, and to oiler the lots for sale to the highest bidder, one hun¬ 
dred and eighty-two lots'were sold, for the sum of one hundred and 
twenty-three thousand, eight hundred and fitty-six dollars j of which 
$30,964, (being one-foui ill part,) w as received at the time of sale, toge¬ 
ther with fib i one dollars and twenty-five cents, being the second instal¬ 
ment on lot Nc 53—amounting in tin- whole t<> $31,015 25,” [see not e 
-l£J which said sum Jast mentioned, alter deducting therelioro the sutti 
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•of §9,600, or thereabouts, which w a s l»v the legislature appropriated to 
the built It iu^ of the state' house at Cahawbi, ami applied to that ua< hy 
the said Bibb, Governor as aforesaid, was bv him carried or transmit** d 
to Huntsville, and was subsequently applied by the people <>( tlie Alaba¬ 
ma Territory, in Convention assembled, to cover all and singular (he 
expenses incident to holding the sat ! Convention at Huntsville. 

Your Committee beg leave further to report, that it appears to them 
that the several purchasers at the first sales of lots at Cahawba have 
paid into the State Treasury, for about 50 lots in tlm said town of (V<- 
haw ha, the sum of §50.75 I, which will more fully appear by referring 
to the statement heretofore presetted bv the Comptroller >.o Public Ac¬ 
counts for tins State, and that of the Secretary of State to the G m-rai 
Assembly tie teef. [.Sec note f\] 

Prom ail which pr* in:se>. your Committee are irresistibly led to the 
following com lesions :—Thai the purchasers of lots at the first -ah- at 
Caiia'>vha purchased the stone under the conviction and belief tha? they 
were purchasing lots at tic p< rmanent srnt t.f government lor the state of 
Alabama; that this conviction whs produce! by the written and verbal 
declarations of the tin n B'mrmrnm ; that such were the facts ; that it vour 
honorable bode w ill advert to the s vi ral acts of legislation on tins sub¬ 
ject emanating either ft, m the Conure.>s of the United States, or from 
the local T rrinood LegUiatures, it will readily be perceived that no 
other language was adTcsid to the* public, and consequently to por¬ 
ch isers, than that 4 the emit of government'' was permanently established 
at Cahawbi, and th.o liny purchased under the faith of the public, both 
express and imali- d, that they had become owners of lots at the perma¬ 
nent seat of government for the state of Alabama. Instead of which, and 
after m i: ) of'the pu i baser?, at the first sales, have exhausted all their 
means and rc-ourees, to urn lee good their pledges to this state in becom¬ 
ing purchasers, they at tots late period discover that all their hopes and 
antieipad’oes in reference to the permanent seat of government have- 
been vlis appointed ; die faith which the public had pledged to them, if 
not intentionally violated, at least disregarded, and many of them expo¬ 
sed to penury, injury and distress, hy the great sacrifices they were com¬ 
pelled to make, to meet engagements to the same public ; engagements 
from which they had sanguinely anticipated to be fully reimbursed at 
some short and future period. Your committee are therefore impressed 
with the serious and solemn conviction that the same rule of action which 
would legally apply between individuals, ought to apply where the state 
is a party ; that if’the constituted authorities of (he state have held out 
a delusive phantom to purchasers, from the operation of which they have 
been seriously injured and aggrieved, the same state ought, by the rule 
of honesty and right, which should invariably charaeterixe our civil po¬ 
lity, extend relief to those purchasers at the first sale of lots in Cahaw- 
ba ; and they therefore recommend to your honorable body the passage 
of the following resolutions :— 

Resolved by the. Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Alabama, in (General Assembly convened , That the Seat ot Government 
Fund be set apart to remunerate the holders of lots bought at the first 
sale of lots in said town, under a contract with the Territory. 

Resolved, farther, That 

be appointed Commissioners to view and report to the next General A;- 
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jtjembty the damages which the lot holders, bought at the tirst sale, have 
Sustained in the diminished value of their propert y by the reinoxal of the 
Sent of Government from said town. 

The resolution reported by the committee was read the hist time. 
Ordered , that it lie on the table, and that one hundred copies of the re¬ 
port and resolution be printed for the use of the Senate.

To the President of the Senate : 

SIR—Having long since determined to withdraw at a suitable time from 
the station which I now occupy, I beg leave, through you, to make known to 
the House, oyer which you preside, that I do not wish any longer to be consid¬ 
ered a candidate for the office of President of ibis Bank. For reasons very ob¬ 
vious, I think it my duty now to make known this my determination. 

1 will take this opportunity of expressing the deep sense of obligation which l 
feel lor the repeated manifestations of partiality and confidence, at first without 
my knowledge, and always without my solicitation, which have been exhibited 
towards me by the General Assembly. It is my most anxious wish, that a suc¬ 
cessor may be selected more competent, and equally desirous, to discharge the 
important trusts confided to him, with fidelity and impartiality.

Executive Department, Dec. 1?, 1826. 
The Hon. (he President and members of the Senate: 

Gentlemen—The communication which I had the honor to lay before yeti 
At the commencement of your present sesG* n. only presented in general terms 
the difficulties to which the Bank of the State of Alabama might be exposed 
in consequence of the location of a Branch of the Bank of the United States in 
our principal commercial city. I now take the liberty, but with great defer¬ 
ence, to submit such measures of security as have been suggested by long and 
most anxious reflection on a subject involving so many important considera¬ 
tions i'lie State nas an opportunity, under the charter of ihe dobile Bank, 
to subscribe $100,000 of the authorized capital, and this amount the Bank is 
required to teserve for the state for a period of ten years. This subscription, 
fihouiu it be made, will oe employed in the usual cornm “rcial and tr *i:sacti«.»o 
Business ot that institution, , nd will t* nd greatly to accumulate a< <! at com* 
c> -vi'.diiig point, the means necessary to sustain the circulation cf the local 
Banks. The remaining part of the capital with such increase as the present

The office in the Tennessee Valley might 
be conducted on thp same principles, and more or Vs*, of the one kind or die 
other business at both pia. es might be done, as the ptifect preservation of 
tie. good credit of me Bank would seem to direct. We should thus place 
ourselves in a situation to occupy the whole ground of commercial transac¬ 
tion bom which our Bank u usl derive most of its security, at 
least during the crisis which may be now approaching; and still we shall pro¬ 
secute our original purpose, which consulted the convenience of the people 
wherever it could be done without sacrifice of our principal objects. The 
main care at present ought not to be to realize large profits, but content with 
such gains as will give us good interest on the public, funds, to sustain by ac¬ 
cumulated and precautionary munitions, the .security of our general opera- 
ti onS it is not deemed necessary to give these views in minute detail. Wc 
cannot be endangered by subdivision of our capital when we enlarge the the¬ 
atre from which vve must derive our defensive resources. 

I beg leave also to recommend that a memorial be addressed to the Con¬ 
gress ot the United States, that the Secretary of the Treasury short'd he di¬ 
rected, whenever hind is offered for sale in this state, to advise the government 
ol the different kinds of funds which would suit the convenience of the United 
Stairs, and which might enable this State to redeem its paper before it would 
be transmitted from the land offices established among ns to the Branch of the 
Bank ot the United States, li the State should be able to i ‘•deem. ■% itit as 
httle intervention cf delay as is usual in the transmission of such funds it is 
difficult to conceive that any objection would he made to the application. 

The Bank ol the State is founded upon solid capital^ entrusted to .the man- 



agementof those who must principally suffer from its misdirection; ant? inviting 
the confidence of others by the most express and inviolable pledges of public 
faith. Under these circumstances, it cannot be doubted that the State has the 
power, as it is bound in duty, to sustain its operations. 

In ditTicult conjunctures, bold, or at least decisive, measures are usually 
found to be most conducive to safety. I would also beg leave to suggi-st, that 
an increase of the capital of the hank, to any extent which our means, and 
due attention to other objects will permit, would afford facilities at the pre¬ 
sent moment to preset ve the interest and credit of the State Bank, and, by ne¬ 
cessary connexion of advantage and security, the other monied institutions 
Would be equally bom-fitted : All which is most respectfully submitted.

Revolutions, protesting against the exercise of implied) constructive and 
unconstitutional powers on the part of the Federal Government , and assert¬ 
ing the rights secured to the States respectively by the Constitution of ike. 
United States: 

Whereas, it is of vital importance to the prosperity and existence of all 
free governments, that every grant of power should be exercised by the functi¬ 
onary to which it is particularly assigned; ami that the limits of all powers 
should be fully known and established, accoidiug to the fundamental laws 
upon which said governments rest: And whereas, in the practicbl operation of 
the government of the United States, much difference of opinion exists as re¬ 
gards the telative powers of the States and federal (Government: And whereas, 
the powers claimed by the latter, have increased to an alarming extent, while 
those of the former have sullt. red a corresponding diminution: And whereas, 
the several states, as parties to the compact, which conferred all power on the 
general government, have the unquestionable right of expressing their decided 
disapprobation of any measure on the p°.rt of the general government which 
they conceive to be a violation of "aid compact; And whereas, a frequent re¬ 
currence to first principles, is essential to the correct adjustment of all political 
differences of opinion, and will serve as the surest gu.A'* in the exercise of all 
political power: 

Be it therefore Resolved, That, in conjunction with the States of Virginia 
and South Carolina, as appears by resolutions passed during the last sessions 
cl their respective legislatures, we strongly protest against the exercise by the 
general government, of implied and constructive powers, as having a tendency 
to destroy these rights which were reserved by the states respectively, as es¬ 
sential to u.e;r sovereignty, and being in their very nature unlimited in extent 
and uncontiolahlc in their operation. 

lit solved, 'I hat we approve of the course pursued by the republican party, 
during the eventful crisis of ninety-eight and and ninety-nine, in opposition to 
the usurpations cf the general government, claimed under the above described 
powers: that we believe the time has again arrived when it is necessary for the 
states to assert their constitutional rights, and with becoming firmness to resist 
the increasing progress of federal power 

Resolved, 1 hat the imposition of taxes and duties by the Congress of tIre 
I. nitcd States, for the purpose of protecting and encouraging domestic manu¬ 
factures. is an unconstitutional exercise of power, and is highly oppressive and 
partial in its operation. 

Resolved, 1 hat Congress has not the right, under the constitution, to adopt 
a general system of internal improvement, in the states, as a national measure; 
and that it has not the tight to lax the citizens of one state to carry on internal 
improvement in another. 

Resolved, That the President of the United States has not the constitutional 
power to originate any foreign mission, or to appoint any foreign minister on 
such newly originated mission, but by and with the advice and consent of the

Resolved, i hat the abrogation of the treaty of the Indian Springs concluded 
m f ebninry, 1325, by the U. States commissioners and the Creek nation, 
without the consent ot iln* governments of Georgia and Alabama, parties in in¬ 
terest, was a high-handed exercise of federal power, and an infringement of 
the sovereign rights of said states.

The reports of the com¬ 
missioners to class the university lands in the 1st and 2d judicial circuits have 
been recently received, and as they place a value, b om examination, on these 
lands, w hich may not equal the fond expectation of the General Assembly, or 
the community', i have thought it a duty incumbent on me, to lay them before 
you, that l may receive such direction as your wisdom may suggest, in a 
matter so important, and to further an object so interesting as that of the ed¬ 
ucation of the country, the united wisdom and discrete.n of the public autho¬ 
rities' should be employed, when it can be obtained with convenience, to give 
ijie greater oenaiuty and ('fleet to the most judicious arrangements. It is 
p; : ;.."i however to observe, that, according to the best view which i can take 
of this subject, I shall offer the lands for sale, under the authority given me 
bv law, unless your sound discretion may suggest a better course.

was not distinctly perceived, and that it would be confusing to sepai,u,* the 
plots in such cases. The same good information it is believed has been re¬ 
ceived, and it may be proper to give the sanction of your authority for this 
incidental non conformity to the letter of the law.

J\I. The Senate met—and resolved itself into a com¬ 
mittee of the w hole on the resolutions protesting against the exercise 
of implied, constructive and unconstitutional powers on the part of

thorized to be given by the state, as the foundation of the obligations into which 
anv had entered, to convey property to the state; and there is no law authorizing 
anv contract on this subject; but on the contrary, the matter appears to have che¬ 
ated on those grounds of right, policy and cenvtmienee, which must be sup¬ 
posed to govern all law The present bill, therefore, must have the elfect, how¬ 
ever remote from the design of it. to acknowledge, ratify ami confirm obligations 
alleged to have been entered into, fora consideration alleged to have been re¬ 
ceived from the state, viz: the removal to, and permanent location of die seat of 
government of said state, in the town of Tuscaloosa: and by ratifying the obliga¬ 
tions. must ratify the consideration given lor them* and thus sanction a contract 
by which the parties reciprocally give and receive lor their mutual benefit. If 
no contract with these conditions and stipulations have berenbore been ordered 
into, (and this cannot but be the case, lor there was no law to authorize a con¬ 
tract,) the present bill, in the form which it now assumes, is lUelt that contract— 
acknowledges the preparatory steps which have been taken, and accomplishes its 
complete efficiency and binding obligation on the respective parties. 

In conformity to these views, the piesent bill is considered an act impl^ng tnc 
obligation of a contract in which there are contracting parties, the state of \la- 
barna, and certain citizens of the state—in which the slate ot Alabama gives as 
a consideration to the oilier contracting party, Toe removal to, and permanent 
location of the seat ol government of said state in the town ol iuscaloosap and 
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the state of Alabama receives in return, ‘the conveyance of certain binds and town 
lots to tin* slate.’ The stipulations of the contract on the part ol’ the state must 
be liberally complied with: the removal to,which has alieadv been complied with; 
am! tlie remaining stipulation, “the permanent location of the seat of govern¬ 
ment in the town of Tuscaloosa,” must continue to be binding on the state as their 
contract, and for which they are to receive a consideration which is deemed to be 
valuable, and an equivalent for what tiie state is required to perform The per¬ 
manent seat of government has been designated by law, and that law is sustained 
by the higher sanctions of the constitution; but the present bill seems to involve 
with these high sanctions the obligation of a contract, and refers to the date of 
that contract by strong implication, to the period when the seat of government 
was removed and permanently established. It would claim also from its expres¬ 
sions to be supplemental, and necessarily incident to that transaction The con¬ 
stitution has made the location of the seat of government, as stable arid un¬ 
changeable as any of its most vital provisions; and this no doubt will be esteemed 
by ail a sufficient guard to secure the policy of the measure; but a contract, or 
a law implying the obligation of a contract, will continue to be binding on the com¬ 
munity, on good faith and constitutional law, under every change of the constitu¬ 
tion itself, and under every exigency of even the general wishes, interests and 
convenience »>i the people. The doctrine is maintained by the courts of the 
countiy, that a law implying tin* obligation of a contract cannot be repealed 
without consent of parties 1 cannot doubt hut that this will be your opinion, 
as it is my own also, although individuals of high altainm>*nts may have arrived 
at a different conclusion. It is deemed inexpedient to compromit by contract 
express, implied, or inadvertent, any measure which may safely rest on the foun¬ 
dation on which tin* eonstiution has placed it. Tie- object of the general assem¬ 
bly may be attained, it is believed, by such verbal modification of tire bill as will 
not admit of the construction of which it is now supposed to be susceptible. I 
feel great reluctance to delay your time in making n review of your proceedings; 
but as I have supposed that the legal construction of the bill may go beyond the 
objects and intention of the general assembly,! have permitted this consideration 
to determine me, and which can labor tinder no other objection than that of hav¬ 
ing been mistaken, or unnecess iry; of which you are the competent judges.

Nearly the whole ofthis sum has been discounted to individuals that are 
considered perfectly quod: an iuronsiJiTahlc sum is believed to he doubtful; but 
from every information, they are of opinion that little nr no loss will be sustained. 

In the discharge of tin* various duties devolving on the committee, their report 
lias been greatly delayed: this delay, however, enables them to present the con¬ 
dition of the hank on the (ith inst. as appears by the paper hereurto annexed, 
marked This statement is made out by the Uashier, and implicit confi¬ 

dence may he placed in it. tty referring to the papers marked (A) and (C) it 
vili l»e perceived that the condition of the bank has greatly improved since the 
] Ith of December. This improvement is the practical result of the system, upon 
which the bank has been organs/,<*d. The debts due on accommodation paper, 
have been diminished one hundred and tinty seven thousand six hundred and 
seventy five dollars, (#1-17.673 00;) while the available funds of the institution 
have been increased one bundled and sixty-eight thousand five hundred and 
lift\-nine dollars and sixfv-seven and one font tit cents, (#1 6S,3.V ; > 67 1-4 ) by 
the purchrse of bills of exchange, and by the paper of other banks paid in; and 
st di the circulating paper ofthis bank has b»*vn diminished three thousand four 
hundred and fifty two dollars, ($3,432). It may be proper here to say something 
in telation to the means of the bank to redeem its paper now in circulation. The 
paper marked ((•) shews that the bank is liable for the sum of three hundred and 
ninety eight thousand two hundred and seven dollars and seventy-three and a 
half cents, ; #398,207 73 1-2) including the debts due to other banks, to indi¬ 
vidual depositors, and its notes in circulation The amount of cash on hand, in¬ 
cluding specie, notes of other banks, and bills of exchange, is three hundred and 
seventy three thousand, three hundred and seventy four dollars, and sixtv-eight 
and a fourth cents, (#373.374 68 l 4 cts.) The notes of other banks now on 
hand, and the bills of exchange maybe converted into specie if necessary; and- 
thus the bank is enabled to discharge the debts due from it, and redeem its paper 
at any time. Ot the debts clue from the bank the deposit account forms a considerable 
item. The paper hereunto annexed, marked ( D j will show the character of 
these deposits, and that they have been carried principally to the credit of the 
state, or are intended for the payment of debts due to the bank. F rom this view 
it must be apparent that this bank is able to meet any demand against it, and 
continues to deserve the public confidence. 

The prosperity ofthis institution is inseparably connected with the financial 
prosperity of the state. To sustain its present prosperity, the committee thtve
